The Christ Gift 


HAT gift could be more desirable to you 
W the wondrous power that lifted one 

of lowly birth to the place of greatest 
reverence in the hearts of men, that transformed 
a carpenter's son into a master architect of souls, 
that made of a humble Nazarene the personifica- 
tion of all goodness? Does it seem to you that such 
a gift is utterly impossible? Yet deep within the 
heart of man abides an assurance that to each and 
all is given the Christ gift, the divine key that 
unlocks the door to heaven and reveals the “king- 
dom prepared . . . from the foundation of the 
world.” 

That glorious Christ gift, making its first ap- 
pearance in the life of Jesus, gave unequaled 
proof of its power to transmute a life so as to 
make it transcendent and Godlike. His great in- 
fluence over His hearers and those who study His 
instruction is grounded in the fact that though 
He declared His union with God, He declared a 
similar union with men. Not once did He elevate 
Himself to a place of superiority; not once did 
He imply that He differed from others except in 
one point: He knew that He was the Son of God, 
while others did not. With a love amazing to 
human experience, He insisted on man’s equality 
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with Him in sonship to a divine and almighty 
Father. This was the gift He brought, the gift of 
the truth of what man is, the truth of what you 
and I are. 

Such a gift is priceless, of fabulous worth, but 
not at once is its value seen, nor is it understood 
how its acceptance will meet the difficult prob- 
lems confronting men. However as one opens his 
mind and heart to accept the full meaning of that 
gift, small and insignificant though it may seem 
at first, he will witness in his own life the proof 
furnished by Jesus, whose example indicates that 
apparent size cannot define the overcoming power 
resting within that gift. Without any human pres- 
tige, without benefit of wealth or ideal environ- 
ment, born into the humblest of families, Jesus is 
to us the visible proof of the eternal promise 
“Greater is he that is in you than he that is in the 
world.” 

Now as of old the casual seeker after the bless- 
ings of perfection and harmony expects the price- 
less gift of the kingdom to come to earth in a 
flash of effulgent splendor, in a burst of such 
consummate radiance that all darkness is at once 
dispelled. But not in this way did Jesus describe 
its coming. 
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The mighty work of Christ, foretold for ages, 
consisted not in the display of power during the 
brief months of Jesus’ ministry. Though we think 
of Jesus’ dominion as beginning in the lowly 
manger of Bethlehem, the real birth of His glory 
and power and superiority lay in the birth within 
His soul of the Christ idea, the mystical seed of 
divinity. Glimpsing the truth of man’s immortal 
union with our Almighty Father, He sensed within 
Himself His birthright of perfection and over- 
coming. Knowing what He was, He lived, acted, 
breathed, thought from the standpoint of His 
birthright. In this lay His dominion over and 
command of every situation. 

A little seed is dropped by the wind into a tiny 
crevice of a granite boulder. What are its chances 
for survival and growth? Few, the world is apt 
to declare. But mark the miracle. Taking root, 
the seed grows, and eagerly accepting its nutri- 
ment right where it is, it increases in size and 
strength until it cleaves asunder the boulder like 
a mighty axe. 

The Christ gift appears first of all as only a 
seed idea, but it contains within it all the poten- 
tialities of growth and development into the 
Christhood of perfect man. This divine idea of our 
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individual birthright of spiritual greatness, if al- 
lowed to take root in our consciousness, will draw 
to itself the nutriment of Truth and receive power 
from on high to express its all-conquering mas- 
tery of all limitation, because it is too great to be 
long held in bondage. 


One cannot look long into the heart of divinity 
without becoming like it in some degree. If each 
of us, like Jesus, will look into the heart of di- 
vinity and gladly accept our heritage of health, 
happiness, and abundant blessings, then in our 
heart will be born the Christ, and the light of our 
perfect sonship will permeate our being. 


As we clearly perceive that man is actually im- 
mortal and divine, vested with power and author- 
ity over all adversity, we shall automatically elim- 
inate from our experience all weakness, all lack, 
all inharmony. If for one brief hour we sense to 
the full what it means to be the image and like- 
ness of divinity, of purity, of wholeness and heav- 
enly good, and live, think, feel, and act from that 
consciousness, we shall never again be the same. 
Such a vision will grow and develop, will enlarge 
so greatly that all the shackles of mortal limita- 
tion will burst asunder and we shall find ourselves 
Godlike, eternal, supreme.
